HiehaMi A. I'raetor Dead. 

New York, Sepb 14.— Professor Richard 
A. Proctor, the gjreatast of all astronomars, 
and one of tM.grlateat exp^nts of natural 
science, died at the Willard Park hospital 
Wednesday night of yellow fever. 

Professor Prootor came here Monday from 
his home at Oak Lawn, Marlon county, 
Florida, where he has a magnifloent observa- 
tory, where be spends must at Ua time and 
does most of his work. 

It was a genuine case, and no doubt pM« 
vaila There is great excitement and appre- 
hension over the death, and especially so in 
view of the fact that Prolseser Proctor was 
one of tha beat known men In tha world at 
science.
